__ of the line. Of these four the 2nd and 3rd stressed 
_ vowels correspond in sound. The first stressed vowel 
does not necessarily correspond in sound with any 
_ other either in that line or in any other. The final. 
stressed vowels of all the lines in the stanza and in 
the entire poem correspond in sound. Correspon- 
dence of vowels means that if stmple vowels they are 
_. absolutely the same; if diphthongs or triphthongs 
- the main sounds of the combinations are identical. 
Thus the syllables céin, ool, sep, Lae, bé, correspond 


in vowel sounds. We have stated the general rules

It may well be that 
it is Charles and not James that is meant. Poem 
XXXVI. in Vol. III. of Irish Text Society’s Publi- 
gations is ascribed to Ferriter in a MS. in the 
Franciscan Library, Killarney. It is attributed to - 
- O'hahilly in a manuscript written by Michael Og - 
'.  O’Longan, who may be regarded as an authority in 
- 3uch matters. Itis generally, however, in the MSS. 
either given anonymously, or ascribed to a “ certain 
troubled Kerryman.” Poem II., which is unques- 
 tionably Ferriter’s, is ascribed to Geoffrey O’ Donoghue 
ina MS. in the British Museum, bearing date 1711. 
AMS. called Ouanaipe Praparp Éeimcéi was very 
well known in the eighteenth century. It was so called 
because it had been in the possession of the poet. It 
seems to have been a store-house of genealogy, poetry, 
_&c. Itis referred to by O’Brien in his Irish Dictio- 
nary, and from it is copied a genealogical account of 
the MacCarthys, preserved in the library of Trinity 
College. It is entitled “ Cpoobrcsoilead Seinealorg 
Clann Copchog ap ne sit-pepiobsd ó Ouanaipie 
Proporp Fepyucip ó Copca Owbne,” H. 1. 7., T. C.D. 
_ This MS. probably contained some arate pieces 
by the poet, and seems now lost.

“ I have in my possession a curious poem of twanege 


six quatrains, written by Pierce Ferriter, of Ferriter’s 


Cove, on the coast of Kerry, about the year 1640, on a 3 


harp which had been presented to him. Pierce Ferriter 


was a gentleman anda scholar, a poet and a musician, - 
and he wrote his Gaedhelic poem in praise of a certain ' 


harp which was presented to him by Mr. Edmund Mac an 
Daill, the son of Mr. Donnell Mac an Daill, of Magh Lorg, 


in the county of Roscommon. In this poem he speaks of - 


the harp under both the Gaedhelic names of Crwit and 
Clairseach (the former, of course, being by far the more 
ancient name), and as there are some interesting details 
introduced into his verses, I may quote a few stanzas of 
them here. At the tenth stanza the poet, speaking of his 
harp, called it, etc. 

(here lines 465-484 are translated). 


‘This harp, the poet says, found its Coir—that is, its 
harmonic curve or crosstree—was found in the fruitful 


woods of Magh Aoi, in the plains of Roscommon. It 
found its lamchchrann—that is, its front pillar, was 


found at the Fort of Sean Traoi (a place I am unable to . ; 


identify), and it found its Com—that is, its sound-board, 
was found at Has de Ecconn, now the falls of Bellingham, 
in the county of Donegal. In the same language he goes 
on to name the artificers. So it was Mac Mac Sithduill 
that designed it, and Cathel that made it, and it was 
bound and emblazoned by Bennglan, and it was decorated 


with gold by Parthelon Mor Mac Cathail, so that in this . 
instance so great was the care bestowed on the manufac- . 


ture of a harp that it engaged the professional skill of four 


distinct artists—the modeller, the wood-worker and car- 


penter, the binder and emblazoner, and the decorator ;

See Poem XVI, 
Porm VII.—This scrap was written evidently during a 
- period of suspense in the civil war in Ireland. The Irish 
____ forces were on the look out for a general to lead them 
against the Parliamentarians, and Ferriter gives his 
opinion on the best choice to make in no equivocal terms. 
_ He addresses the mast of a sea-faring ship, and asks it to 
- bear the supreme command of Fodhla to Eoghan Ruadh 
O'Neill by the letter which he is transmitting. It is 
probable that he actually wrote a letter to O'Neill, and

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ADDITIONAL NOTES. 


The priest mentioned as being hanged at Killarney with 
Pierce Ferriter, Er. Tadhg Moriarty, had been prior of 
Tralee Convent in 1651. According to Fr. O’Daly 
(Hr. Dominick of the Rosary), the date of his execution 
was October 15th, 1653. Er. O’Daly, writing in 1655, 
two years afterwards, says that ‘even till now his body 
is guarded by the Protestant soldiers, lest it should be 
removed from the tomb.” F'r. O’Heyne tells us that he 
was definitor of a provincial chapter held in Kilkenny in 
1643, and, speaking of his execution says, ‘‘ from the top 
of the ladder he exhorted the faithful with sweet and 
stirring words to persevere in the true faith,” and the 
Protestants themselves admired his patience and cheerful- 
ness in the face of death, saying that if ever a papist were 
a martyr, he, indeed, must be dsemed a great one.” 
Neither Fr. O’Heyne nor Fr. O'Daly, however, gives us 
any account of Ferriter’s last moments. See “ O’Heyne’s 
Irish Dominicans,” edited by Fr. Coleman, p. 111, and 
Appendix, p. 67. 


A poem on a Kerry harper, in Dan direach, ascrived to 
Ferriter, is given in a Maynooth MS., but was digecovor:d 
too late for insertion in this edition. 


In an interesting review of “Cill óÁinne,” which 
recently appeared in the Gadel, the writer asserts that 
Ferriter did not come to Ross on a promise of safc 
conduct, but was betrayed and seized, and brought a 
prisoner. The author of the MS. history of Kerry, who 
wrote about 1750, ought, however, to be considered a fair 
authority on the other side. Perhaps the writer in the 
Gadel, who is, I understand, a name-sake and relative 
of the poet, would further enlighten us on the question.
